First Worked as a Clerk. 


Stuyvesant Fish went to work as a 


clerk in the New York offices of the 
Illinois Central railroad when he was 
twenty years old and just out of Co- 
lumbia college. It is said that he re- 
ceived $3 a week at first, and his fa- 
ther made Mm an allowance of $50 a' 
month for bis living expenses. This 
allowance was small not through neces- 
sitv of course, but as a matter of dis- 
cipline.

ThM» Trainmen Are Fatally prushed 


When a Passenger Train Dashes 
Into Open Switch—Princely Gifts to 
Western Reserve—General News of 
the Buckeye State. 


Columbus, O., Dec. 12. — Governor 


Harris announced the appointment ol 
l*wis C. Laylin of Norwalk and Judge 
Hiram L. Sibley of Marietta. Republi- 
cans, and former Governor James E. 
Campbell of Hamilton, Democrat, as 
members of the commission which is 
to' codify the laws of the state of Ohio. 
The salary Is $5,000 each per year, 
and the commission is to begin work 
on Jan. 1, 1907. The consolidation 
and revision of the statutes is to be 
completed by the convening of the 
Seventy-eighth general assembly "on 
the first day of the regular session 
thereof and the whole work closed by 
such time and the commissioners 
shall give their entire time to the 
work until completed." The last legis- 
lature, which enacted this law, pro- 
vided that there should be appropri- 
ated for the salary of the three com- 
missioners the sum of $15,000 and for 
clerk hire, stenographers and inciden- 
tal expenses $10,000. 


It was known only to a limited few 


that the name of Ohio's former chief 
executive was being considered by 
Governor Harris/ or that the former- 
was In any "sense, -an applicant, either 
in an active or passive state. Gover- 
nor Harris lives at Eaton, Preble 
. county, In the Third district, and has 
known Governor .Campbell intimately 
for years.

21 I visited the ; land of Porto 
Rico, landing- at Ponce, crossing -by th« 
old Spanish road by Cayey to San Juan, 
and returning- next mornlnff over the 
new American road from Ar»oibo to 
Ponce; the soenery was beautiful, espe- 
cially among: Ihe mountains of the Inte- 
rior, which constitutes a veritable tropie 
Switzerland. I could not embark at Baa 
Juan because the harbor baa not baen 
dredged out and can not receive *n 
American battleship. I do not think this 
fact credita.ble to us as a nation, and I 
earnestly hope that immediate provision 
be made to dredge San Juan harbor. 
I doubt whether our people aa a whole 


realize tha beauty and fertility of Porto 
Rico, and the progress that has been 
made under its admirable (FOYernment. 
We have just cause for pride !n th» char- 
acter of our representative* who have 
administered the tropic Islands -which 
came under our flag as a result of tha 
war with Spain; and of no on« of them 
Is this more trus than Of Porto Rico. It 
would be Impossible to .Wish a raora 
faithful, a more efficient and a more dis- 
interested public service than that noj* 
being rendered In Porto Rico by those la 
control of the Insular government.

and stimulated into activity by play 
and story-book, toys and pictures. No 
friends are more real than those of 
the child's imagination. The little toy 
doll is endowed with genuine leeling, 
the little tin soldier is eager to enter 
mto the victorious conflict, the train 
of cars on the floor is the real thing, 
though it is made of clothes pins, with 
a thimble for a smoke stack, and a 
couple of spools for the engine, and 
many are the journeys he takes there- 
on. He lives with these imaginary 
features in reality, and should be. en- 
couraged so to do. He forms

perous year that the island has ever 
known before or since the American oc- 
cupation. The total of exports and im- 
ports of the 
island was 
$45,000,000, 
against $18.000,000 m 1901. This is the 
largest in the island's history Prior to 
the American occupation the greatest 
trade for any one year was that of 189 G, 
when it reached nearly 523,000,000. Last 
year, therefore, there was double the 
trade that there was In the most pros- 
perous year under the Spanish regime. 
There were 210,273 tons of sugar export- 
ed last vear. of the- value of $14.186',319; 
$3,555,163 
of 
tobacco, 
and 
28,290,323 


pounds of coffee of the value of S?.481,- 
102. 
Tnfortunately, what used to be 
Porto Rico's prime crop—coffee—has not 
shared this prosperity 
It has never re- 
co\ered from the disaster of the hurri- 
cane, and moreover, the benefit of throw- 
ing open our market to 5t has not com- 
pensated for the loss inflicted by the 
closing of the markets to It abroad. I 
earnestly hope that some measure will 
be taken for the benefit of the excellent 
und high grade Porto Rican coffee. 
There is a matter to which I wish to 


call your special attention, and that is 
tiie dociribi'ity of c«"f"'Tui§: full Ameri- 
can citizenship upon the people of Porto 
Rico 
I most earnestly hope that this 


•nil! be done. I can not see how any 
harm can possibly result from It, and it 
seems to me a matter of right and jus- 
tice to the people of Porto Rico. Th"y 
are loyal, they are slad to be under our 
flag, they aie making rapid progress 
along the path of orderly liberty. Surely 
we should show 
our appreciation of 


them, ojr pride in -nhTt they haie do-i', 
and our pleasure n extending them I ee-

ognition for what has been done, by; 
granting them full American citizenship. 
Under the wise administration of the 
present governor and council, marked 
progress has been made in the difficult 
matter of granting to the people of the 
Island the largest measure of self-gov- 
ernment that can with safety be given 
at the present time. It would have been 
a very serious mistake to have gone any 
faster than we have already gone in this 
direction. The Porto Ricans have com- 
plete and absolute autonomy in all their 
municipal governments, the only power 
aver them possessed by the insular gov- 
ernment being that of removing corrupt 
or incompetent municipal officials. 
Thi3 


power has never been exercised save on 
the clearest proof of corruption or of in- 
competence—such &e to jeopardize the 
Interests of the people of the island; and 
under such circumstances it has been 
fearlessly used to the immense benefit of 
the people. It is not a power with which 
it -would be safe, for the sake of the 
Island Itself, to dispense at present. Tha 
lower house is absolutely elective, while 
the upper house is appointive. This 
scheme is working well; no injustice of 
any kind results from it, and great ben- 
efit to the island, and it should certainly 
not be changed at this time. The ma- 
chinery of the elections is administered 
entirely by the Porto Kican people them- 
selves, the governor and council keeping 
only such supervision as is necessary in 
order- to insure an orderly election. ,Any 
protest as to electoral frauds is settlsd 
in the courts. Here asain it would not 
be safe to make any change in the pres- 
ent system. The elections this year were 
absolutely orderly, unaccompanied by 
any disturbance; and no protest has been 
made against the management of the 
elections, although three contests are 
threatened where the majorities were 
very small and error was claimed; the 
contests, of course, to be settled In the 
courts. In short, the governor and coun- 
cil are co-operating with all of the most 
enlightened and most patriotic of the 
people of Porto Rico In educating the 
citizens of the island in the principles of 
orderly liberty. They-are providing a 
government based upon each citizen's 
self-respect, and the mutual respect of 
all citizens; that is. based upon a rigid 
observance of the principles of justice 
and honesty. It has not been easy to 
instill into the minds of people unaccus- 
tomed to the exercise of freedom the two 
basic principles of our American system; 
the principle that the majority must rule, 
and the principle'that the minority has 
rights which must nfijt be disregarded or 
trampled upon. Yet-' real progress has 
been made In having these principles 
accepted as elementary, as? foundations 
of successful self-government. 


All the insular governments should be 
placed in one bureau, either in the de- 
partment of war or the department of 
state. It is a mistake not to so arrange 
our handling of these islands at Wash- 
ing as to be able to take advantage of 
the experience gained in one, when deal- 
Ing with the problems that from time to 
time arise in another. 
In conclusion let me express my ad- 
miration for the work done by the con- 
gress when it enacted the law under 
which the island :s now being adminis- 
tered. 
After seeing the island person- 
ally, and after five years' experience in 
connection with its administration, it Is 
but fair to those who devised this law 
to say that It wou!<5 be well-nigh impos- 
sible to have devised any other which 
In the actual working would have accom- 
plished better results. 
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
